WHISKY CACHE 


Hidden From the Indians and 
Forgotten. 


WAS BEHIND A WATERFALL 


DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT ON 
PROSPECTING TRIP. 


It Was Nearly a Century Old and “Gold 
Bug Jerry” Sold It for Enough to 
Make Him Rich for Life. 


DULUTH. Minn., Sept. 14.—The reports 
from time to time of threatened Indian out- 
breaks in the Rainy Lake country bring to 
mind a peculiar incident which happened 
in that@egion several years ago in which 
the participants were well-known prospec- 


tors. 

To properly understand the conditions a 
vit of Canadian history which dates back 
o_the time of the Red river settlement tin 
isfi must be recalled. The fifth Earl of 
Selkirk. who had devoted special attention 
te emigration as a means of providing for 
the surplus population of the Scottish 
bichiands, obtained from the Hudson Bay 
company a grant of land in what was then 
sniled the District cf Ossiniboia (Assini- 
ola).

in i821. 

Not only did the white settlers engage 
in the quarrel, but the Indians as well be- 
came involved, and for a time seridus con- 
flict’ were narrowly averted. On one oc- 
casion in particular, trouble of a serious 
nature seemed #0 imminent along the 
Rainy river that the more conservative 
Whites decided to collect ail the liquor of 
any Kind which could be found in the set- 
tie mre nts, and hide it se« urely from the In- 
cdiens, os it was feared un outbreak could 
now be prevetited if thes became crazed 
WIA the “skittewaboo” «(irewater). All ine 
liquor in the community was according!s 
confiscated and cached, but in the excite. 
ment which followed for many months and 
even years afterward, was entirely forgot- 
ten. When a time came that it was safe to 
disclose the hiding place, no one could be 
found who remembered the spot where it 
had been hidden, and in the course of years 
the incident was@imost forgotten, although 
the vague rumors of the lost cache still re- 
mained among the older residents of Fort 
lrances, 


“Gold Bug Jerry” 
Loved His Toddy. 


In all the vast Rainy Lake region, It is 
Sail that no one is better known than 
“Gold Bug Jerry,’ a sobriquet that had 
been attached to the owner before the 
Fecallection of the earliest prospector, and 
which, it was conceded by all, was born 
by one who was in every way worthy of 
the name. Of his iife before he came to 
Teainy Lake little is known eave that at 
different times and in different places he 
had posed as cruiser, camp cook and horse 
doctor, completing his career, finally, as a 
“mining expert.”’

ATURK WITH A HEART 
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HER HUSBAND IS _ IN JAIL 


Ignorance Caused It and Neither Hus- 
band or Wife Can Understand a 
Word of English.

MACON, Mo., Sept. 4.—FEvery week since 
the 2th dav of August a little woman, who 
is supposed ta be a native of Finland, 
comes from her two-room cottage or shack 
near coal mine No.61, south of Bevier, and 
is admitted into jail to see her husband, 
who is in prison registered as Gutthard 
Karhn. Neither husband nor wife can 
Bpeak a word of Fnelish or any other 
tongue known at Bevier or here. The sad- 
eyed Ilitie foreigner has never been 
able to understand how long her husband

ANNOUNCED BY MR. DOLLIVER 


DENIED IT, BUT HIS ACTIONS CON. 
FIRM IT. 


He Is Quietly Doing Preliminary 
Work, but Does Not Seem to Be as 
Much a “Favorite Son” Since 
Cedar Rapids Convention. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DDS MOINES, Io., Sept. 14.—Senator Dol- 
liver has announced Gov. Leslie M. Shaw 
as a presidential candidate to succeed Mc- 
Kinley.’ Senator Allison claims to be the 
original Shaw man, but the governor him- 
self has issued a signed statement com- 
mencing with the words “No, 1 am not @ 
candidate for presidential honors.” But de- 
spite Gov. Shaw’s signed card that he will 
be a presidential candidate and will for- 
mally announce himself within the next 
year or so, has been shown over his own 
signature. 

The governor is even now busily engages 
in the closing weeks of his second admin- 
istration in sending out clipping from the 
editorial page of the New York Press, in 
which he is referred to, in the head of the 
article, as “A Great Big Westerner, and 
is named as the candidate of the West for 
the ae and one of the strongest 
and most available men in the country for 
the position. The governor is sending these 
clippings to Republican papers throughout 
the state, accompanied with personal let- 
ters, which run in this manner: i 

“T inclose you a clipping from the New 
York Press which I hope you will reproduce 
in the — if you find it conve- 
nient. It is too early to issue any formal 
announcement of my future intentions, but 
I desire to keep the matter before the 
public and by this means ascertain what 
the public sentiment is toward me for the 
Presidency in Iowa and this part of the 
country.” 


His ‘‘Feeler”’ 


Well Received. 

The majority of the papers to which the 
clipping has been sent have run it as re- 
quested by thé governor and commented 
upon it favorably, so that, so far as the 
is concerned, Gov. Shaw has 
to his prospective candi- 
dacy. Vith the people themselves, how- 
ever, it may be different, as the way in 
which the governor was snubbed at the 
recent Republican state convention in Ce- 
dar Rapids is looked upog as a sign that 
“Towa’s favorite son’ ha@s lost some of 
his popularity. 

The first formal announcement of Gov. 
Shaw’s candidacy for the presidency was 
made by Senator Dolliver of Iowa at Chi- 
cago last week, when the senator sald: 

“This is an announcement. Not only 1s 

Shaw the candidate of Iowa, but he 
found to be the candidate of the 
maiority of the middle west as well. He is 
lowa’s favorite son, a simple, truthful, 
able man, a business man, a man of af- 
fairs, a plain citizen without frills; his 
heart animated by a sincere love of hu- 
manity and his manners democratic and 
direct. He has made one of the best gov- 
ernors Iowa ever had; his graps of admin- 
istrative business being remarkable and his 
probity and honor being unimpeachable. 
‘Nor is he merely lIowa’s favorite son. 
He is typical of the middle west. All the) 
adjacent states know him well. In Ne- 
braska, Kansas, South Dakota, Minnesota,

I shall be slow to break 
away from my previous intention of keep- 
ing out of politics when my term of office 
expires.

The Cincinnati Manufacturer Tells of 
the Progress Being Made in 
His Laboratory. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 14—Mr. 0. H. L. 
Wernicke, vice-president of the Globe-Wer- 
nicke Co. of this city, is interested in a 
secret process whereby, i{t is claimed, dia- 
monds can be manufactured from cafbon, 
and that excellent results have already 
been obtained.

made from Indianapolis 
named Louis H. Schulmeyer had improved 
on the old French process of making dia- 
monds from carbon, and had succeeded in 
producing a pure diamond of three-quart- 
ers carat.

Mr. Wernicke’s process is practi! 
Same and is also an improvement on the 
process announced to the world several! 
years ago by a distinguished French scien- 
tist. The Frenchman Subjected the carbon 
to great heat and pressure, and the sudden 
cooling produced diamonds. The stones, 
however, were about the size of a pin’s 
head and had no commercial value. Mr 
Wernicke is interested in the ex periments 
with a young electrician and chemist of 
this city, but at present he does not care 
to give out any information as to the loca- 
tion of their laboratory. For some time 
they have been experimenting on scientific 
lines, and Mr. Wernicke says the diamond 
process is put one of their discoveries. 

Mr. Wernicke is modest regarding the 

diamond process, and says that, while they 
have not succeeded in producing diamonds 
of commercial value, they have taken a 
step forward in the manufacture the 
flashing gems. 
They have succeeded, however, in pro- 
ducing crystals that are of the depth and 
thickness of genuine diamonds and which 
make excellent diamond drills. 

“TIT am interested in a process to 
diamonds,’’ said Mr. Wernicke. “Our pro- 
cess is to subject carbon to intense heat 
and tremendous pressure, and the fusing 
of the metals results in crystals of dia- 
mond. The great drawback in the produ 
tion of diamonds of commercial value is th 
failure to get sufficient heat and pressur: 
This sounds rather odd when one consider 
it takes over 6000 degrees Fahrenheit an 
a pressure of 40,000 pounds to the square 
inch to produce the crystals. This, even, is 
not great enough, and we are experimenting 
now for greater heat and pressure, and

IS TAKING INTEREST IN CHIEF 
OF POLICE. 


The Hand of Fate Seems Working for 
Him Through the Medium of Mu- 
toscope Pictures in Vaude- 
ville Houses. 


BOSTON, Sept. 14.—There has been much

Rudvuiph Clausen was enticed to Germany 
when the Kimperor purchased his high 
school horse, King, and, as a result, the 
doors of the Brookline Riding Academy, 
where, by the way, women were taught to 
ride astride, was closed for good and all. 

The exact time when the Emperor of 
Germany first became interested in Boston 
is not known, but it seems that’ he has 
been sitting up nights thinking out ways 
and means of emulating the Hub.

police of the world to handcuff him, and 
does a lot more things that the police of 
many cities cannot understand. 

Just to show how the hand of fate guides 
the destinies of some people, it may be 
stated that Houdini on one occasion visited 
Boston.

WAS A FAILURE

NO HEADWAY FOR SIX HOURS 


MADE TWO-THIRDS THE DIS- 
TANCE FROM CALAIS TO DOVER. 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—The Daily News con- 
tains a very graphic account of the un- 
successful effort of Montague Holbein to 
swim from Dover to Calais, across the 
English channel. The last few hours in 
the water are thus described: 

“At 11 o'clock the lights on the pier and 
the Esplanade at Dover were sighted, and 
a little later the night boat bound for 
Calais was hailed. At this time it is cal- 


culated that Holbein must have swam be- 
tween 14 and 15 miles, or, roughly, two- 
thirds of the distance from Cape Grisnez 
and Dover Pier, in a little over seven 
hours, which compares extremely well 
with more than average records in smooth 
wiuiters 

‘He swam on his back most of the time, 
a strong, well-maintained stroke until aft- 
er midnight, when the tide trrned, at 
which time he was laying on the line 
of the South Goodwin Light, intending to 
get on to the flow of the western tide, 
and on it making for Dover.or FolkKesto ve. 
He had been very cheerful all this tite, 
and his characteristic determination and 
aimost dogged pluck never deserted him 
He maintained a comfortable temperatiire 
throughout. That of the water was 64 
degrees at midnight; it was at no time 
higher than 67. 

“It was a weird experience for those on 
the tug, and as the moments sped so slow- 
ly their anxtety became more and more 
acute. Holbein's strength began to give 
way somewhat between 12 and 12:30, and It 
was to a sorry-looking party on the tug 
that these tidings were spoken from the 
alley. Twice in the darkness Holbein was 
loot sight of altogether. On one of these ov- 
casions he could not be found for six 
minutes. The tension experienced by Hol- 
bein’'s wife and friends at this time can 
soasibly be better imagined than described. 
{r. Gray, with the megaphone, cried, 
“Monte! Monte! Monte!” oes pee until 
at last a faint, half-smothered * fello!"’ 
was heard through the blackness 

It was an almost gruesome incident fit- 
ting to that darkness and longest hour 
which itmmediately precedes the dawn. 
Daylight broke slowly, and it was then 
found that Holbein had made little or no 
appreciable progresa since midnight, al- 
though he had teen swimming all the time. 
He was, moreover, steadily getting weak- 
er. His struggles in the water, as seen in 
the uncertain light, were distinctly discon- 
certing. About 4:50 Mr. Watson's atten- 
tion was called to his condition. That gen- 
tleman. who has had a vast experience 
both of swimmers and swimming, speed- 
ily recoguized that Holbein was in serious 
trouble. 

His strokes were very feeble, and he 
would swim up to the sides of the tug and 
push out against her sides as one does 
againat the end of a sewimmrng bath, with 
no realizable purpose to serve in so doing. 
His head seemed to sink deeper and deep- 
er in - rate. aS he wees apin — 
with the force of the current. r. n 
communicated his fears to Mr. Shoriand,

water. “Hard lines,”’ they said, and so 
close to shore, too. The master of the tug 
estimates that the distance was just five 
miles. 

“It was’ not a moment too soon. Owing 
to the grease with whien he had been 
coated, the utmost difficulty was experi- 
enced in getting the poor fallow on to the 
tug. Eventually he was swung on to the 
sSponson in a canvas wrapper. He was 
then in a state of utter collapse, and 
searcely able to realize what was being 
done for him. Notwithstanding his condi- 
tion, It is curlous to ascertain he was com- 
fortably warm, and that his’ circulation 
was well maintained. When he had been 
got on board he was laid on the deck and 
stimulants were given him under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Chania 

‘“‘He was covered with blankets and hot 
water poured over them. For a time he 
showed but little improvement, and all 
steam was made for Dover, where he was 
brought ashore and conveyed to his hotel 
cn a police ambulance. Further medical 
assistance was tlen procured and proper 
methods of restoring animation applied. 
This was about 5:30. Holbein was nursed 
by his wife, and during the day, although 
sufferin severely from exhaustion, a 
made substantial progtess toward recovery. 
He complained a good deal of the hurt to 
his hip which he sustained just before en- 
tering the water.”’

Maj. Hull has just returned from his 
Summer's visit to the Philippines, where 
he went to look after his personal invest- 
ments, and at the same time toconfer with 
Gen. Chaffee as to the military occupa- 
tion and requirements and inspect the Is- 
lands so as to report to the President be- 
fore the next session of Congress. While 
he was away he lost political ground in his 
home district and is now busily engaged 
in trying to win back his lost prestige. 

While visiting in the isiands a large pub- 
Hic function was arranged in which a re- 
view of the troops was one of the fea- 
tures. On account of the limited capacity 
of the reviewing stand the officers and 
Officials could be given only tickets for 
themselves in the main stand, while their 
families were assigned to seats, equally 
as good, a little to one side. The amphi- 
theater was filled ‘vith promisent officials 
and men from this and other countries 
when Maj. Hull arrived. 

Congressinan Hull was accompanied by 
his family according to the story published 
py the Manila American and sent here to 
his home district, and pushed his way 

t the guard, taking his family with him 

o the first grandstand. He was courteous- 
y informed that there was room only for 
Hitiecif and his family must join the fam- 
ilies ot the other officials.

BUFFALO, Sept. 14.—President McKinley died from blood poisoning, the | 
direct result of the wound in his stomach. His left kidney as well as both walls 
of his stomach was torn by that bullet. These facts were disclosed by the autopsy 
held'this afternoon which showed that the surgeons had been mistaken from the 
first, but acording to the statement of the physicians ghey did not affect the final 
result, as there was not the slightest chance from the outset of the President's 
recovery. 

After the operation at the exposition grounds, immediately after the shooting, 
it was stated in the most positive terms that the stomach was the only organ af- 
fected. The surgeons failed to discover the wound in the kidney, which was the 
first mistake in the case. 

The second and greater misjake, which was continuoys from the day the Presi- 
dent was wounded until the time of his death, was the failure to find out that a | 
gangrenous condition was developing in his abdomen. Every day in the official | 
bulletins and in interviews all of the physicians declared that there was no sign ot 
blood poison. 

Dr. McBurney on leaving this city Thursday morning promised in positive 
terms that the President would recover. 

Even when the serious set-back occurred later in the day the physicans failed 
to discover its real cause and attributed it to the chicken broth, toast and coftee 


of which the patient had partaken. 
In the last hours, when the President’s life was slowly ebbing away, the doctors 


said his impending death. would be due to the weakness of his heart which failed 
do respond to stimulants. Even then they could not discover that gangrene had 
developed all along the track of the bullet amd that fatal poison was being scattered 
by the circulation of his blood throughout his system.

The wound to the kidneys was slight, simply tearing away 
a very small piece from the upper part of the organ, and in itself did not contribute 
materially to the final result.

“This condition had developed to an amazing extent in the week since the 
wound was inflicted. ° he stomach was so badly affected by gangrene that if the 
President had lived until tomorrow the walls of the organ would have been per- 
forated in several places.”

Except that, in general, he is in Sympathy with 
his party's policies, and especially with the vigorous progran: 
conducted within the past’ four years, the country has no clew 
to his future course. 

We do know, however, what manner of man he is. He has 
never tried to hide himself or keep his persona) characteristics 
out of sight. Fraok, Straightforward, honest, he has at all time: 
made it plain that he is a man of force, character and intelli 
gence. He has been a student of and writer on American histor, 
and politics and all his books go to show that his ideals are lik. 
himself, robust, fearless and intensely. patriotic. 

These personal characteristics will] no doubt be translated inte 
his public policy, but just what form they will take in deta: 
is beyond conjecture.

ife has been what they made him—a figure head without officia 
mportance. 

In such circumstances he is practically independent. Jie will no 
doubt adhere to the broad outlines of Republican policy as de 
veloped by President McKinley. But in mental makeup, per 
onul characteristics and political association he is utterly differ 
nt from the late President. He will carry out the poticy o: 
his predecessor, but in his own spirit, and biased by his ow) 
emper. What this may invéive is the question which, abov: 
ill others, is causing keenest anxiety and apprehension amon, 
he Republican leaders. Picturesque politics may be expected in 
he near future. 

But howevér the new President's originality, independence and 
willfulness may affect his party’s fortunes, there is no reason to 
velicove that the interest of the country will in any\way suffer. 
Chat a sense of responsibility comes with power is especially 
true of the Presidency. And we may confidently expect Mr 
Roosevelt to rise to his opportunity and serve his country in the 
wisdom of patriotism.

LEANING ON AIS GUN IN HUNTER’S GARB 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 14.--Theodore 
Roosevelt, the new President of the United 
States, worn and weary, arrived in Buffalo 
safely this afternoon.after a journey last- 
ing a day and a night, “which will always 
remain remarkable in the annals of this 
time. 

It began at a great flat rock on the top 
of Mount March, and that rock is likely to 
become notable, for Mr. Roosevelt was 
standing on it in the approaching sunset 
yesterday when the guide from the 
Tahawus Club informed him that Presi- 
dent McKinley had suffered a dangerous 
relapse. 

He was leaning then upon his gun, and in 
his hunter’ garb, standing like a silhouette 
against the red glow of the sunset, he 
might have passed for a new Daniel Boone. 

The Tahawus Club has two houses and 
he did not arrive at the lower lodge, which 
ileg nearest the railroad, until past mid- 
night. 

It was absolutely necessary to take a lit- 
tle rest and refreshment there and it was 
1:15 a. m. when he left on the journey to the 
railroad. 

Mr. Roosevelt at that time did not know 
that Mr. McKinley was so near to death. 
Nevertheless he was full of anxiety and 
not dispoged to delay on account of the 
difficulties and danger. The night was al- 
most impenetrable in its darkness. The 


train, which had stem up. and in a few 
moments he was proceeding swiftly to Al- 
bany.

The first stop of his train was at Bolies- 
ton, which he reached at 7 a. m liere 
the train waited long enough fer him to 
send off a number of dispatches.

The next stop was at Albany, which he 
reached at 7:53 a.m. Mr. Roosevelt showed 
the effects of the strain on him. He was 
bespattered with dirt and his eyelids were 
red from the 24 hours that he passed 
without sleep. Since he left North Creek 
he had been taking all the comfort pos- 
sible in the special car, but actual slese 
was out of the question. It was too mo- 
mentous a period in his life and the silent 
man remained in his car, staring out at the 
window as the fields and woods raced by. 

It was the private car of Vice-President 
Young of the A tlh & Hudson Raliway, 
and by the order of the railroad officials 
it had the right of way over everything. 

Despite the early morning hour great 
crowds were at the Albany station to see 
the President on his arrival, but they were 
disappointed. The doors of his private car 
were locked and the curtains of the win- 
dows drawn. 

The porter was the first to appear and he 
went Into the station restaurant to. pro- 
cure a modest breakfast for Mr. Roosevelt. 
He was followed shortly after by Secretary 
who made his way through the 
crowd, which the police kept back from 
the car steps. This was a short wait at 
Albany while a new special train was being 
made up to take Mr. Roosevelt at record- 
breaking speed to Buffalo. 

The crowd still surged about the car

Jt was then as dark as ever, 
the gloomy mountain tops lowering at 
them through the darkness. M. H. Cronin 
of Aiden Lair Lodge, who knew of the em- 
ergency, Was ready with a fresh team of 
horses and with brief thanks, almost the 
first words that he haa spoken since leav- 
ing the club house, Mr. Roosevelt con- 
tinued on his journey at increased speed. 

The drive over the second stage from 
Alden Lair Lodge to North. Creek was al- 
most without a precedent The distance, 
16 miles, was made in 1 hour and 42 inin- 
utes, and that, too, in the darkness and 
over bad roads. 

He was met at North Creek by his Sec- 
retary, Mr. loeb, and Mr. CC. D. Eiam- 
mond, superintendent of the Delaware & 
Hudson Rallread. The first bars of day- 
light were just then appearing and the 
officials had waited long. 

Mr. Loeb held a folded paper in his hand, 
the contents of which he knew. 

Mr. Roosevelt sprang at once from the 
buckboard and hastened forward to meet 
his secretar, 

Mr. Loeb without a word handed him tae 
folded paper and Mr. Roosevelt, openiag 
it. read the official announcement of Mr. 
McKinley's death. 

He was visibly agitated. .Tears rose in 
his eyes and his lips shut tightly, but 
he said nothing. 

In8tead he picked up the paper me- 
chanically and put jt in his pocket. Then 
e strode toward the special train, looking 
a worn and thoroughly lone man. 


NO TIME FOR FAREWELLS. 


Mrs. Roosevelt and the children had been 
left behind at one of Tahawus Club houses 
and there was scarcely time for good-bys.

Petrie, fireman: Henry Dillenbeck and 
Walter O. Pero, trainmen. Before they 
left here a big bundle of telegrams for 
Mr. Roosevelt was taken into his car.

SECURITIES ARE STILL WOBBLY 


Bank and Trust Stocks Were Stiff and 


Only Few Changed Hande—Min- 
ing Stocks Boomed. 


The sudden and unexpected drop in the 

values of all stocks HMsted on the New 
York Exchange, following the shooting of 
McKinley, did not cause hoild- 
ers of B8t. Louls securities to sell at a 
sacrifice. There were a few timid inves- 
tors who sold small lots of bank, trust and 
street railway stocks slightly lower than 
the ruling prices of the past month. 

Most of the stocks were bid down by 
speculators anxious te buy, but there were 
only a few shares for sale, St. Louls secu- 
rities are held by persons who know their 
value, and who believe they will sell higher. 

Brokers argue that if the securities were 
not worth all they have been selling at 
there would have been a rush to sell when 
the New York market dropped down. 

When the market opened Monday there 
was considerable improvement over the 
close Saturday.

In 
the middle of the Teutoburger forest. in 
what is now Westphalia, Arminius and his 
big men burst on them and slew without 
mercy, All that day they chased Romans 
as they were deer; and on the next day, 
fn the very part of the forests that the 
Germans used for their temple, came the 
final tragedy when Varus, with his legions 
crumbled away and his last bodyguard be- 
ing clubbed and hacked to death, threw 
himself on his sword. 

Good cause indeed had the Emperor Au- 
gfustus when he heard the news to crv on 
Varus to give him back his legions. Those 
legions never were to return. Six years 
afterward when Germanicus marched into 
the Teutoburger forest to exact revenge, 
he found the evidences of the three days 
of fighting and hopeless attempts to es- 
cape the forest trained men who hunted 
the Roman soldiers as they hunted the 
heasts of the wood. He found the first 
hasty camp erected by Varus. Its wide 
circumference and its vast central snace 
showed that it had been made for three 
legions. The camp that was made for the 
next night told its own story. It was not 
large enough to hold two full legions. The 
entire center of it was snow white—white 
with bones. On .the trunks of the trees 
were skulls, nailed fast by the savage con- 
querors. All that day after leaving this 
second camp Germanicus and his men 
marched through lanes and trails marked 
by the bones and shattered weapons of Ro-

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MONEY OF KING

ITHIN the last four years every 
W crowned head of Europe has in- 

vested a large part of the pri- 
vate capital of royalty in American securi- 
ties. 

Bome of the choicest railroad and mining 
stocks of the country have long been held 
by foreign investors. Of late years kings 
and queens have been quietly buying up 
blocks of railway stock, American sugar, 
coal and iron. 

Here is a list of the royal buyers, with 
the sums they have invested in the United 
States: 

Nicholas II, Czar of Russia 

King Edward VII of England 

William II, Emperor of Germany.... 3,000,000 
Queen regent of Spain 

Isabella of Spain 

King Leopold of Belgium........ .«»++ 8,500,000 

The Duke of York, King of Italy, King 
of Denmark, Sultan of Turkey and Shah 
of Persia together have $8,000,000 invested 
in the United States. 

The secret of the royal purchases is that 
American securities yield all the way from 
8 to 12 per cent in many lines which form 
investments as safe as stock in the Bank 
of England. Abroad, with the most care- 
ful financiering, large amounts of capital 
can rarely be brought to yield more than 8 
or 4 per cent. 

Thomas F. Walsh, the Colorado mine 
owner, in his financial dealings with roy- 
alty, has furnished material for a story 
which would have delighted Alphonse Dau- 
det. Mr. Walsh is now the recognized 
agent of King Leopold of Belgium itn Amer- 
ica, together with a group of the King’s 
rich friends. 

The Colorado multimillionaire went to 
the Paris Exposition to enjoy himself. He 
rented half the ground floor of the Elysee 
Palace, one of the most expensive hotels 
in Paris. 

King Leopold made inquiries as to the 
resources of Walsh, the guest of the Elysec 
Palace,

“IT should like to meet that man Walsh,” 
snid the shrewd old King. 

An introduction was brought about. Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas F. Walsh were speedily 
made acquainted with various royalties, and 
enjoyed it. They were feted and dined. 
Mr. Walsh was taken by his majesty and 
M. Nagelmacher in a private car through 
Belgium and the heart of Europe. 

After their return to Paris, as they sat 
one evening enjoying wine and cigars, M. 
Nagelmacher and King Leopold said to 
Walsh that as friends and brothers they 
were willing to acquaint him with a “good 
thing.”” Mr. Walsh had been expecting 
something of the sort. He smoked and lis- 
tened. The workings of the railway and 
hotel syndicate were explained to him, with 
details as to additional capital needed. 

“The combination assures from 8 to 4 
per cent at least upon the capital,” said 
the King. 


Mr. Walsh enjoyed assoclation with roy- 
alty, but he was not dazzled by it. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, with his quiet 
smile, “I am obliged to you, but I think 
I won't take any stock. The fact is that 
every dollar of my money nets me from 2 
to 12 per cent. Did you ever hear of 
‘American Sugar’ or ‘Steel and Wire’ or 
some of western mining stocks?” 

That was the beginning of the partner- 
ship of Walsh and the King of Belgium. 

Mr. Walsh made a great deal of money 
for the King in railroad speculation, and 
has now placed the bulk of the royal for- 
tune in gilt-edge mining and industria! 
stocks. Through King Leopold Mr. Walsh 
became interested with other European 
capitalists, and recently made a trip to 
Cape Cofony, Africa, in the interests of 
the company. 

King Edward, it is said, has made most 
of his American investments through W'!!- 
liam Waldorf Astor's advice. His $5,000,000 
are in Tennesse Coal and Iron, the Steel 
Trust and the American Sugar Refining Co.

EARL FISHING on the Black river 

P has come to be recognized as a reg- 

ular business and is conducted in a 
business-like method. Dredges costing seve 
eral hundred dollars, which require four 
men to work them, are employed and the 
industry has passed the happy-go-lucky 
fisherman stage. The annual output of 
pearls will run up into thousands of dol- 
lars. Of course there is a good deal of fish- 
ing by individuals, but these are largely 
transient. 

Twenty-five years ago fishermen on the 
Black river in opening “clams” for bait 
found pearls. They knew nothing of thelr 
commercial value, regarding them only as 
pretty trinkets. One of these fishermen 
found a pearl as large as a quail's egs, 
which he carried about in his pocket, 
Showing it one day in Memphis, he was 
offered $50 for it. He quickly accepted, and, 
on his return home, told his friends about 
the “fool he found who gave him $50 for 
bright marble.” Today that “marbl 
would bring 60 times $50. 

About four years ago the finding ef pearly 
near Bald Knob, Ark, on the line of the 
Iron Mountain drew the attention of the 
people at Powhatan and Black Rock to 
the vast quantity of “‘mussels” on the 
bars in the Black river. The mussels on 
the Powhatan bar were examined, result- 
ing in the finding of so many pearls that 
A. J. Swink, commenced @& systematis 
working of the bar and since 1897 has reak 
ized about $1000 a season for his finds 

For two years most of the pearls were 
found by persons who waded out on the 
bars and gathered the mussels. This con- 
fined the fishing to the shallow waters 
Several attempts were made to oonstruct 
dredges for working in water too deep to 
be waded, none of which proved success- 
ful until the present season, when Leslle 
Coffey constructed a dredge which appears 


to fill the requirements. 

This dredge requires four men to work 
it, and cost about $300. Two years ago Dr. 
J. H. Myers of Black Rock devised what 
he called “Grabs,"’ two steel forks hinged 
together like ordinary icetongs, with wood- 
en handles 16 feet long. With these, fishing 
can be ‘done in 12 to 14 feet of water. The 
result has been the working of most of 
the bars, and the finding of many valuable 
pearls. To use these grabs boats are re- 
quired, which are usually flat-bottomed 
scows, 12 to 20 feet long and 2 to 4 feet 
wide. Some of them are 30 feet or more 
long and 6 to 10 feet wide, having a roof or 
tent over part of the boat In which the 
pearlers live. About half the pearl hunt- 
ers still wade on the shallow bars, using 
instead of grabs a 10 or 12 tined scoop fork. 

The pearling season usually begins in 
May and continues until cold weather, al- 
though some pearlers work through the en- 
tire year. These are usually the transient 
fishers, who come largely from the sur- 


rounding country between the time of harv-

esting and planting cropa They come in 
wagons and sometimes whole families 
camp on or near the river, using their wa- 
gons and perhaps a tent to live in. Some 
of them come 20 to 30 miles. Others are 
from a greater distance, coming on the 
railway from adjoining states. Mechanics 
are hare, who have left good jobs. Rallway 
men, who have taken a “‘lay off; steam- 
boat captains, merchants, editors and 
preachers, all eager and expecting to find 
a fortune. Most of them go away disap- 
pointed. 

While the transients form a large pro- 
portion of the pearlers, there are many 
who hire men and boys to fish for them, 
paying them wages or furnishing them 
their outfits and board and dividing the 
pearls. Among these are several women, 
who camp near the fishers, some of them 
assisting in opening the shells. It is almost 
impossible to give a correct estimate of 
the number engaged in this business on &ac- 
count of the continual change. 
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It 1s probable that three months of the 
year, however, their number is not less 
than 8000 and some weeks it reaches 4000. 
They are to be found on the bars of Black 
and White rivers from Poplar Bluff, Mo., 
to below Newport, Ark. Some of the most 
successful pearlers have been colored peo- 


ple. 

Pearling is much lIike mining and there 
is a good deal of luck. One man came here 
and in one month had found $2000 worth. 
Another found a fifty-dollar pearl in the 
first shell he opened. A little girl waded 
out and picked up a mussel which gave her 
a ten-dollar pearl. A colored man found 
an eighty-five-dollar pearl the first; half 
day he worked, while one young may has 
worked seven months and found less’than 
$10 worth. Nearly all who try find some 
pearis, but the greater part of them are 80 
small or irregular in shape as to be nearly 
worthless. While pearls of 40 grains that 
are perfect In color shape and luster bring 
@ thousand dollars, rough or discolored 
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pearis bring $16 The small pearls and 
slugs, but the greater part of them are so 
from 5 cents to $3. The aggregate of pearls 
gold in Black Rock and paid for through 
the local bank this summer amounts to 
over $75,000. The purchases of Dr. J. H. 
Myers and D. W. Burd have probebly 
reached a larger sum and large numbers 
have been sent to other markets. 

The pearling business has added greatly 
to the business of the towns along Black 
river, especially to Black Rock, which is 
the principal market for pearls. This has 
been brought about by the liberal prices 
paid. As a whole, the pearling business has 
brought prosperity to this section; to some 
individuals it has brought smal) fortunes, 
but to the greater number it has not paid 
ordinary day wages. A careful estimate of 
the number working on a bar where many 
of the best pear!s were found and the value 
of the find shows an average of 11 cents a 
day for the labor. 

The question is asked: “Are the pearls 


giving out?” There can be no correct ame 
swer given to the above question, for the 
reason, that the working has been more 
thorough this season than ever before,

12 months $1,420,942.03. Of this, $907,130.20 has 
gone for improvements. The operating and 
maintenance expenses have been $543,768.12 
and the earnings $29,956.38. 

The improvements that have cost almost 
@ million dollars include additions to the 
machinery at the pumping stations, main 
and reservoir work, and revetment work 
around the waterworks properties at 
Chain of Rocks. 

In his annual report for the fiscal year 
ending Sept. 1 Edward Filad, the Water 
Commissioner, touches upon the chief im- 
provements undertaken:

f have under contract at present 
five new high-service pumping en- 
gines, with an aggregate capacity 

of 90,000,000 gallons in 24 hours. The esti- 
mated cost of these engines is $670,000. 
About 6 per cent of the material for two 
of them has reached us and has been erect- 
ed. It is expected that one of these engines 
will be ready immediately and another next

terial for the other three engines fs finished 
at the shops. 

Contracts have been let for the engine 
and electric generators required for the 


electric plant at Baden, and for the 48-pas- 
senger trolley cars to run from Baden to 
the Chain of Rocks. This work will be put 
under contract as rapidly as possible. This 
plant will be finished early this fall and 
will then furnish the electric lighting for all 
of the pumping station’s two stand pipes, 
in addition to furnishing power for the trol- 
ley line between Baden and the Chain of 
Rocks. 

The revetment work at the Chain of 
Rocks, extending for a distance of about 
91450 feet, has been practically completcd 
during the past year. The work done during 
the vear covered a length of 3600 feet. This 
is on the river bank, where the sloping 
shore was protected by a covering of grav- 
el concrete from six to nine inches thick. 
At the toe of the slope, and extending down 
to low water, a mattress of two-inch plank, 
covered with about 18 inches of rock, was 
provided, and below low water a fascine 
was used, being made up of bundles of 
willow brush. The average width of the 
protection beyond the toe of the slope is 
about 60 feet, and the vertical height of 
the protected bank ts about 30 feet. The 
estimated cost of the 3600 of protection 
when completed, and including the cost of 
the driveway, is $63,000, or $17.50 per lineal 
foot. The 2340 feet of protection completed 
the previous year cost $9.19 per lineal foot

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Noted Scientists Support Him in the Position That Man Developed 
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in 


Many Parts of the World and Not from One Pair. 


ERE there ever such persons as 

W Adam and Eve, or are these re- 

puted parents of the human race 

on a par with Santa Claus and Kris Kin- 
gie? 

These queries were raised by a paper 
on “Current Question in Anthropology’ 
which Prof. W. J. McGee read before the 
Association for the Advancement of Science 
at Denver last week. 

Prof. McGee is the chief of the govern- 
ment bureau of ethnology at Washington. 
He ranks among the foremost anthropolo- 
gists of the country. 

According to Prof. McGee, there was no 
Garden of Eden and no first man and wom- 
an. The human race, he says, did not 
spring from a single pair. Mankind set 
up housekeeping some ten million years 
ago in several quarters of the globe. 

A division of the house showed that a 
large majority of the scientists were with 
Prof. McGee. 

Discussion as to whether or not all man- 
kind originated from a single stock has 
Givided scientists into hostile camps fur 
about thirty years. With a few exceptions 
partisans of both sides accept the hypothe- 
sis of evolution. They believe that man Is 
the descendant of a lower order of anima! 


The pivot of the dis- 
cussion is: 


Dees the missing link consist of many 
pairs or of one pair? 

Prof. Rudolph Virchow, the German 
scholar, stands in the front rank of those 
who contend for unity of origin. Prof. 
Virchow also rejects the Darwinian theory. 

Darwin himself in his origin of species 
advanced no opinion as to whether or not 
there was an actual first man and first 
woman. He is claimed by the side which 
argues for diversity of origin. Haeckel 
and Huxley ranged themselves upon this 
side. 

In an article published reecntly in the 
American Journal of Anthropology, Prof. 
Frank Baker of the Smithsonian Institu 
tion, Washington, summed up the case for 
those who reject Adam and Eve either as 
literal or figurative beings. 

Sir Thomas Lyell, says Prof. Baker. was 
the first scientist to suspect that man had 
been upon the earth longer than 4000 years. 
In 1863 Lyell published his work. pointing 
out that human remains had been found in 
rock strata which must place the birth of 
the race much further back than the ac- 
cepted account. These remains were dis- 
covered in widely separated sections of the 
giobe and indicated probably diversity in 
the origin of races.

Lyell’s idea was not start- 
ling any more. HKesearches in support of 
the Darwinian hypothesis seemed to con- 
firm the idea that there were many Adams 
and Eves, Prof. Baker declares. ‘There is 
now no reasonable doubt of the great an- 
tiquity and wide diffusion of man.” 

The following is a chronological 
the ‘finds’ which anthropologists. rely 
upon t# prove this theory. In 1857, at 
Neanderthal, near Dusseldorf, in Germany, 
workmen digging far under ground f und 
what appeared to be a human skeleton. 
They were not much unpressed with the 
looks of it. and so saved only the skull cap 
and large bones of the body. The find is 
now celebrated as the ‘“‘Neandecrthal skull.” 

When Huxley looked at it, after he had 
become the champion of Darwin's theory, 
he said: “Certainly it is the most apelike 
skull ever discovered.” 

The skull was marked by a peculiar cor- 
rugation, a smallness and a flatness almost 
identical with the skull of a monkey. The 
body bones indicated a powerful frame, 
and. this was unmistakably human. 

The bones lay near those of a cave bear 
which became extinct ages ago. 

Prof. Virchow immediately pointed out 
that the skull had precisely the peculiar 
shape noted in that of microcephalous id- 
jots. ““The Neanderthal skull did not be-

Baden pumping station to Bircher street 
and Goodfellow avenue.

long to an ape man,” he said. “It was 
the head of an Iidiot.”’ 

To this the other side retorted that mi- 
crocephalous idiots were the rarest of men, 
only. one existing in 1,000,000 human beings. 
Furthermore, they asked, how did the bones 
of this man lodge among those of animals 
extinct several hundred thousand years if 


mankind is but 4000 years old? 


The Engis skull, discovered 
was of a type not quite 
Neanderthal, but decidedly simian. 

A skull at Olmo, near Florence, 
proved to be of the same type. 

In 1865 the famous La Naulette bones 
were found on the River Lesse, Belgium. 
They consisted of an apparently human 
jaw and body bones mingled with ..ose of 
the extinct mammoth and the ancient fur- 
covered rhinoceros. 

In 1867 skulls of the Neanderthal type 
were found near Strasburg, Germany, at 
Brux, in Bohemia, and at La Denise, in 
France 

In 1886 came a remarkable discovery of 
two skeletons in a grotto at Spy, Italy. 
They are called the Spy men, and are very 
complete. The bones lay among thuse of 
the extinct cave bear and the wooly rhi- 
noceros. The jaw resembled that of a 
chimpanzee (the La Naulette type) and the 
skull that of the ape also (as the Nean- 
derthal type). 

In the men of Spy, however, the sim- 
fan characteristics extended to tne body 
bones also. These ape men did not walk 
erect. The knees were bent and the head 
and shoulders were thrust forward like

those of the higher apes. The bones of the 
arms indicated that they had been used for 
climbing. 

Not long after this the bones of ape-like 
men were found in pleistocene gravel in 
Kent, England. Similar remains have been 
found near Prague, in Moravia, Bohemia, 
the Balkan peninsula, four places in 
France, in the Argentine Republic and in 
Patagonia, South America. 

But the strangest of these finds was that 
of Dr. Eugene Dubois in Java in 1895. Java 
is part of a submerged continent called Le- 
muria, which once extended from the Phil- 
ippines to Madagascar. It is, like the rest 
of Asia, the modern home of monkeys, 
presumably, according to evolutionsts, the 
immediate progenitors of man. 

Prof. McGee is 48 years old and a native 
of Iowa. He is self-taught. He came into 
government service as chief of the United 
States geological survey in 1881. 

He has written ably upon various gee- 
logical and ethnological topics.

Cities, Which Contains Suggestions 
for the Fathers of St. Louis.

SéN the health of the people lies the 

| strength of the nation,’’ is the mot- 
to for the free public baths of 
St. Paul, Minn. That St. Paul has free 
baths ten minutes’ walk from its city hall, 
a bathhouse with a frontage of 410 
with 459 lockers and 
room for 1200 more in a common dressing 
room, and lunches on the grounds at cost, 
is due to the personal and persistent ef- 
forts of Dr. Justus Ohazge, the nea!th 
commissioner. 


He began work on the public baths in the 
autumn of 1899. The motive that led him 
to undertake the work is well-expressed in 
his own words:

Cleanliness and outdoor exercise being ab- 
solutely necessary to the maintenance of 
good health, I came to the conclusion that 
the establishment of public baths and play 
grounds within the reach of all came under 
the province of the department of health. 

Casting about for a location he fixed upon 
Harriet Island, which was then a narrow 
strip of sand in the Mississippi river, just 
mbove the Wabash street bridge. It was 
flooGed by the high water nearly every 
spring and was not considered of great 
value. It had no soil except sand, being 
well covered with willows and marsh 
grass. He set to work to acquire the island. 
Parts of it he got for the payment of the 
taxes and a nominal consideration. Other 
parts he had to buy at market value. In 
October was begun the work of clearing 
the land and preparing the foundations for 
the buildings. The city council made an 
appropriation for one eight-foot bridge from 
the mainiand. Dr. Ohage added enough to 
make it 12 feet wide. 

The $14,000 he expended in buying the 
§sland, reclaiming, beautifying it and erect- 
a5 the buildings were the private funds 


of Dr. Ohage, and money borrowed from 
his friends. The baths were opened June 
9, 1990. 


During the season of exactly 100 days, 257,- 
172 bathers were registered. Of these 211,681 
were males and 45,491 females. The num- 
ber of visitors to the park and playgrounds 
connected with the baths exceeded 1,000,000 
people. 

While the average death rate in the city 
by drowning is 16 lives a year, there was 
not an accident of any moment at the 
baths, nor a single case of drowning. 
The total receipts were $5,578.39. The run- 
ning expenses for salaries, merchandise, 
laundry, soap, ete., were $5,563.27, leaving a 
profit of $15.12, which shows that the baths 
are self-sustaining. 

Sxercise in the water {s liable to make 
people hungry, so just near the bathhouse 
is a neat pavilion, where they serve the 
best coffee, tea, milk and delicious rolls. 
This restaurant is not run to make money, 
but to furnish the best at cost. It just 
pays for itself. No intoxicating Nquor of 
any kind is allowed on the island. Even 


cigarettes and chewing gum are ruled off. 
No swearing is allowed by the vigilant 
guards, and all must conduct themselves 


with decency and decorum. The small boy 
who transgresses the rules is suspended 
from the privileges of the bath for five 
days, which hurts him worse than a jail 
sentence. 

When the citizens realized what a good 
thing the baths were, they began to send 
in their contributions, and the Commercial 
Club raised the balance and the baths be- 
came the city’s property Aug. 1, 1901. It 
was a free gift to the city, by its generous 
citizens, but under the following condi- 
tions: 

1. That the island be the property of the 
people of St. Paul for bathhousés and play- 
grounds for all time to come. 2. It must 
be under the management of the depart- 
ment of health, nonsectarian and nonpolit- 
ical. 3. It must always be kept open Sun- 
days as well as weekdays. 

This season the baths were opened May 
26, and have been doing @ larger business 
than last year. The bathhouse is open for 
bathers of both sexes, in separate pools, 
from 6 o’clock a. m. until J/1 p. m. The at- 
tendants take only checks, which are se- 
cured only at the cashier’s office. All ac- 
counts are balanced daily. The following 
rates prevail for all privileges: Dressing 
room, locker, bathing suit, towel and soap, 
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5 cents; bathing suit, towel and soap, 2 
cents; access to pool for persons provided 
with bathing suits, free; maximum charge 
for baths, 5 cents; wheels checked, 5 cents; 
valuables checked, free; coffee, tea or milk, 
with two rolis, 5 cents; sweet milk © or but- 


termilk, 2 cents. A person ts allowed to 
remain in bathing 30 minutes, but the rule 
is not strictly enforced. The six watchmen 
are also police officers, gardeners and life 
savers. 

Across the island» from_ the bathhouse is 


the laundry, where every bathing suit and 
towel is washed every time it is used. A 
gasoline engine furnishes the power. The 
capacity of the washing machine is 10,000 
bathing suits and 20,000 towels 1 day. Every 
piece is washed in four waters, first cold 


water, second boiling water, soap suds and 
lye; third, boiling water and a bichloride 
solution, and finally, cold water for rinsing. 
The bathhouse ts kept perfectly clean. The 
floors are washed every morning. The at- 
tendants are in uniform, clean, quiet and 


attentive. An artesian well {s now belng 
bored and will furnish drinking water. 
About half the island has been reclaimed 
and made parklike. The rest will be left

Winekrodt street is that part of St. Louis 
known as Little Oklahoma. There are some 
unique dwellings in this rivor-bank settle- 
ment, and the people there scem to have 
vied with each other to see who would 
build the most grotesque place for his hab- 
itat. The architectural competition came to 
a sudden end a month when Frank 
Teach appeared upon the scene with an old 
Faston avenue street car und moved into it 
for a residence, he and his family of three. 
The street-car house 
thing else in the setilement that Leach 
carried off all the honors. Last week he 
moved his family out and began building a 
hull under the car. This fall the car will 
be floated, and the family will go off down 
the river. Beyond doubt their bousebout 
will architecturally stand alone. 

The street-car playhouse has been seen in 
St. Louis several years, but not until this 
year did the street car restaurant idea 
strike any one hard enough to be adopted.

Each old car is a depot, where passen- 
gers may find shelter while awaiting their 
cars. Some of them are 80 old it is impos- 
sible to tell what line they served in their 
palmier days, and some are sadly off their 
balance. There is an illustration of these 
latter at Harris, one of the Creve Cceur 
stopping places. An old Chouteau avenue 
serves as the depot there. It has tre 
appearance of having run off the track 
there, for it is sadly awry with the tracks 
and is partially In a ditch. There are not 
less than 20 of these depots on this single 
stretch of track. 

Out on De Baliviere avenue, where the 
Clayton cars of the transit company cun- 
nect with the outbound cars from the aity, 
there is a car serving as a depot, and there 
are others along the Clayton line. The tran- 
sit company had a great many small cars 
on its hands when it equipped its lines 
with the longer and higher cars in use at 
this time, hence the number of discurded 
cars one sees put to unique uses here and 
there.

UT of eight old street cars Miss Mar- 
garet McKenzie, for years principal 
of the Hancock Gramuinar School, 

has built her a cosy, comfortable house. It 
is located near the sea on Forty-sixth ave-

Some years ago Miss McKenzie bought 
two lots and built her a pretty house. But 
she Was thrifty and instead of living in 
this house she decided to create for hers«!f 
an income. Now she is glad, for a year ago 
the seheol board retired her. 

After renting her house she began casting 
about far a cheap dwelling for herself. The 
cheapest thing she could think of were 
street care—the old street cars retired from 
use and waiting in the carhouse for buyers 
or to be made into junk and kindling wood. 

Pight of these she bought—old bobtails 
and open care, and with there a patch of 
sand on the rear end of her two lots. She 
has ,golved the problem, She has a quaint 


little Swiss-chalet sort of a nest, looking 
at it from ihe outside; and a thoroughly 
homelike home, bright, roomy, delightfully 
convenient and tasteful, and as enug as a 
ship's cabin within—the sort of a home 
only &@ woman can make. 

She has wasted nothing, thrown away 


nothing from the cars, yet she has qa home 
only remotely and intermittently sug«es- 
tive of the humble street car. 

The walk to her front door, the very 
fence that divides her front garden from 
the back yard of the house she built, is
